The Kussian War—The Irish Coercion 
Bill. 
RUSSIA. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, January 27.—An official tele- 
gram in regard to the events prior to the capture 
f Geok Tepe, states that in consequence of a 
arge pumber of the corpses of the Tekke-Turco- 
nan, more or less decomposed, lying before and 
hind the Russian positions, aud in view of the 
impossibility of burying them without incur 
ring fres losses, General Skobeleff pro- 
posed to the Tekkes, from a tower of observa- 
tion eighty yards from the main rampart 
of the fortress, that they should remove their 
dead, hostilities to be suspended for ove hour, 
‘and in order to avoid any misunderstauding it 
was preposed to the Tekkes that they should re- 
occuvy their positions and should be first to ree 
open fire. This was done, afterdue warning was 
given to the Kussians—the ‘iekkes taking 
care not to fire until the Kus- 
sians, who had temporarily left their 
trenches, had returned into them. In fact the 
eonduct of the Tekke Turcomans was altlogetber 
honorable. The fighting was afterwards reuewed 
with former fury.

IRELAND, 


LoNDowN, January 27.—The Catholic clergy as- 
sembied at Maysooth, county sildare, ireland, 
under the presidency of Archbishop McCabe, of 
Dublin, passed resolutions declaring that an im- 
mediate and thorough reform of the land 
laws framed on principles of jus- 
tice to all existing tights would be 
certain to call back peace and prosperity; but 
that they cannot refrain from expressing their 
fear that the fictitious calm caused by coercion 
may encourage the house ol iords to reject or nul- 
lify the land bill.

GERMANY. 


BERLIN, January 27.—The federal council has 
adopted Prince Kisnsarck’s bill establishing bien- 
nial budgets and quadriennial parliaments. 

In the lower house of Prussian diet to day Herr 
Windthorst’s resolution, declaring the celebration 
of mass at the administration of sacraments ex- 
empt from penalty, came up for its second read- 
ing, and was rejected by a vote of 254 to 115. 

Prinee Bismarck, opening the new Prussian 
economic council, said whenever, of late years, 
inquiries were made into the course of the retro- 
grade movement in the economic lite of the
